The subject of this sketch has al- 
ways been a point we have had a de- 
sire to visit, and last week presented 
our first opportunity. Henderson is 
located on the banks of the Ohio, 
about 150 miles below Louisville. It 
is a city of probably 10,000 people, and 
for push and enterprise far BrpiMM 
many cit ies of twice its size. We al- 
ways looked upon the plac? as being a 
big. overgrown town. Ilka the average 
in this section of Cnele Sam's domain, 
but in this we were sadly mistaken. 
There are twenty to thirty manufact- 
uring establishment ; located there, 
the largest of which has a regular 
monthly pay-roll of eight hundred 
hands the year round. This latter 
establishment is the Henderson Cot- 
ton Mills. It runs the year round and 
we were told has a big lot of orders 
■ ahead all the time. The raw mater- 
ial is brought by river from the south 
and many boatloads are required. The 
plant is fitted with the latest improv- 
ed machinery, and is pronounced the 
best in the south. Our delegation was 
shown through the plant, and it took 
nearly all one morning to make the 
trip. 

The Henderson Brewing Co'.s estab- 
lishment did the proper thing by the 
boys, showing them through the en- 
tile plant, and serving an elegant 
lunch.

A delegation of Henderson's citizens 
met every incoming train, and every 
press boy was shown lo the hotel with 
m much style as if be had been the 
Prince of Waist. One of our meet- 
ings was held in the immense park, a 
lovely retreat in the centre of town. 
Asphalt walks, pretty trees, a big 
fountain and many other attractions, 
go to make this park one of which the 
citizens may justly feel proud. One 
striking feature of the city is the 
broad streets, every one of which is 
one hundred feet from curb to curb. 
All kinds of manufacturing is carried 
on in Hei d IS0O, and several thous- 
and employees spend their wages with 
the merchants every Saturday night. 
These men all have families who 
occupy all the tenement houses, and 
spend a vast amount of money in the 
town, in fact, spend ail they make 
right there. Some dozen elevators 
almost scrape 'the cob-webs of the 
sky. and whole sale and retail stoivs 
llourish in abundance. We were SO 

agrees hie surprised at the number of 
enterprise! that we undertook to 
learn how the city got so many them. 
It was not ft difficult task to learn that 
it was accomplished simply by the 
people ail pulling together and work- 
ing for the town. You can Ind no 
people there who think onlj of their 

own seliish bides, and who throw eold 
water on every enterprise proposed 
simply because they can not see where 
their own pririste ends will be bene- 
fitted. The/ bustle foi the town, and 
are willing to go down into thcii 
pockets and hand out the cash to help 
secure any thing that will benefit the 

town. Thiswi who hiTfi mow j put it 

up when they see it will benefit the 
town, and do not sit and watch a fen 
little oid dollars like a cat satching a 
rat hole. In oilier words, thej do no; 
eaneese a dollar til the eagle is suff- 
ocated and are willing to pay accord- 
ing to their means for any improve 
ment suggested. Another capital 
point is the fact that they are not 
predjndlced among themselves, and 
when' anything is to be done they do 
not run to see what some would-be 
• leader" is going to do before they 
take a stand. The miser is an 
unknown animal in Henderson, and 
men there sleep at night and do not 
lie awake studying how to slip their lit- 
tle old money through the pearly gates 
or heaven. They do the very best th bj 
can for the town and have the far 
siuhtedness to see that every improve- 
ment made for the town will, in the 
end. prove a Wearing to them. If they 
hear of a factory looking for a loca- 
tion, they go after it, tad do not wait 
and see if Hon, Hayseed Kronickicku- 
er endorses tliL' move, or if Vol. Wind- 
bag Objectoall is opposed to it. In 
fact no men by that name or charac- 
ter live there. If a railroad heads that 
way. it isimmediately given the right- 
of-way. all the ground they want and 
any other demand the company sees 
proper to make. As a result they 
have four different systems of road. 

Socially, they are among the best 
people we ever met. They do every- 
thing for the comfort of guests, and 
are never so happy as when looking af- 
ter the wants of strangers. 

Taken as a whole, it would be hard 
to liud a better town: either socially, 
morally or in a business way. Money 
seems to Vie plentiful, and it changes 
hands. They are not infested with 
any sharks who bury money as soon as 
they get hold of it, but the coin is 
kept in circulation. Every editor 
present was loud in expressing his de- 
light at the welcome extended us. and 
it is safe to say the boys will go theie 
again the first opportunity.

The City Council advertised forbids 
on waterworks and the time named 
for opening the proposals is next Sat- 
urday morning.

Is the scarcity of water. We only 
have about one cistern to every two 
dwellings, and not more than ten or 
twelve are located between the first 
alley and Square.

The tax levi- 
ed by waterworks will not be mo.e 
than twenty-fire cents, and the insur- 
ance companies have agreed to reduce 
their rates iJiJ.V. In this, property 
owners will make a big saving, and as 
property owners do the paying, it 
seems their wishes should be given 
preference in the matter. Of course 
there is object ion to the proposition, 
like there has been to every other im- 
provement we have gotten, but judg- 
ing from the lengthy petition which 
has been presented to the Council, we 
do not see how they can well get 
around the matter. ♦ 

Ti e advertisement states positively 
that the city reserves the right to buy 
the system in iive. tenor twenty years, 
which clause is a good one. After the 
system has been put in. and our peo- 
ple realize its advantages, we do not 
believe there would be a vote cast 
against the town buying it. This has 
been the experience everywhere else, 
and we would be no exception to the 
rule. It does seem that the large 
amount of handsome, costly property 
now being erected should be given 
some protection from tire. Lancaster 
has suffered more from tire than has 
■ay town its size in Kentucky. In 
nearly every case where we had a big 
tire, the flames were discovered Ifl 
ample time to have been extinguished 
bad we had any facilities. If the 
money required in rebuilding could 
have been put to other improvements, 
we would now have the best town in 
the state. 

This matter should be weighed wel 
before steps are taken, and we hope 
the Council w ill ponder deep and long 
before dropping the subject.
